I  This  h>  a  mysterious  park  somewhere  about 
here  that  the  visfcor  bears  frequent  vague 
hints  wbnut.  I  even  saw  at  one  place  a  sign 
announcing  that  Hie  fee  for  a  carriage  Ou 
entering  the  park  w**  35  cents.  But  we  saw 
no  park,  and  I  have  grave  doubts  about  the 
existence  of  one.  The  hotel,  however,  Is  a  line 
on*.  It  is  very  large  and  tastefully  designed. 
It  docs  not  look  as  well,  I  think,  from  aloug 
side  as  from  a  considerable  distance,  it  show* 
beautifully  from  the  Hudson  River,  10  or  l!i 
miles  away.  It  is  not  entirely  completed,  but 
very  nearly,  and  work  upon  it  bus  been  pushed 
with  great  rapidity. 

The  manager  of  the  new  hotel  is  Mr.  E.  A. 
Gillette,  formerly  of  the  Colonnade  Hotel, 
Philadelphia.  Mr.  Gillette  showed  me  over  the 
premises,  through  ike  kitchens  and  storerooms, 
tbe  engine-house,  the  corridor*,  »nd  every¬ 
where.  The  bouse  is  finished  and  furbished 
after  the  style  of  a  first-claw  city  hotel,  with 
gas,  water,  and  electric  bells  throughout.  The 
goodness  of  tbe  meats  at  breakfast  and  tbe 
vegetables  vraa  accounted  for  when  Mr.  Gillette 
told  me  that  all  tbe  provision#  ere  brought 
every  morning  from  New  York,  j  Nothing  la 
bought  In  tbe  neighborhood  except  chicken*, 
A  w*y  op  here  In  tec  Catskills,  with  orchards 
and  gardens  and  pleat*  of  live  stock,  they 
have  to  send  to  the  New  York  markets  when 
they  want  the  beat  provtaioh*  One  of  tbe 
most  reuiarkabl*  things  conuegted  with  tbe 
new  BoUd J*  it#  road  up  the  roogntain.  When 
tbe  hotel  was  projected  there  wa#  a  thick  furest 
on  It*  site  and  no  way  of  reaching  the  spot  but 
by  climbing  up  the  almost  perpendicular  side  of 
tbe  mountain.  A  road  has  sincwJbeeu  built  all 
the  way  from  the  summit  tardhe  base  of  the 
mouulain.  It  Is  About  four  tulles  long,  and 
goes  past  the  mat# gullies  and  chasms  of  the 
mountain  without  a  single  bridge.  In  mauy 
place#  if  the  wagton-wbeel  sholuld  go  a  fouA 
out  of  the  beaten  track  the  vehicle  and  its 
occupants  would  bfc  half  a  mile;  further  down 
the  maintain  In  very  short  order,  and  the 
friends  of  the  party  would  have  bard  work  to 
find  enough  of  them  to  burv.
